Report  of  Committee  on  I  rainage- 

In  pursuance  with  the  re  [uest  of  the 
Improvement  Association,  t  le  following 
is  a  synopsis  of  the  report  u  ade  to  their 
recent  meeting  by  the  Cou  inittee,  con¬ 
sisting  of  l)r.  J.  A.  Davis,  Jc  5.  K.  Oakes, 
Richard  Handy  and  J-.  M.  Bincroft.  who 
were  appointed  at  a  previoufe  meeting  to 
enquire  into  and  investigate  the  subject 
of  drainage  in  certain  loc  .lities  of  the 
town.  The  (Committee  re  sorted  that 
they  have  carefully  examine  i  the  princi¬ 
pal  portions  of  the  town  m  eding  atten¬ 
tion. 

The  district  bounded  b;  Broad  and 
Liberty  streets,  and  Blooinfi  *ld  and  Park 
avenues,  and  culminating  f  t  the  corner 
of  Bloomfield  Avenue  and  L:  berty  Street, 
they  find  greatly  needing  re  ief,  and  con 
elude  that  the  most  feasib  e  plan  is  to 
build  a  covered  culvert  or  s<  wer  from  the 
corner  of  State  Street,  thr<  ugh  Liberty 
Street,  and  ucross  Bloom  ield  Avenue 
through  a  lot  of  11  feet  ow  led  by  C.  L. 
Ward  and  adjoining  his  shop,  and  run¬ 
ning  through  property  of  eBi  ate  of  J oseph 
F.  Ward,  of  which  T.  E.  Hi  yes  is  one  of 
the  executors.  It  is  unders  ;ood  the  par¬ 
ties  interested:  will  give  the  -ight  of  way, 
providing  the  sewer  is  bu  It  to  Tony's 
Jrook,  a  distance  of  500  pet,  to  be  of 
arched  brick,  and  24  inches  n  diameter  at 
beginning  and  widening  to  3  feet  at  the 
Brook,  costing  about  $1,500.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee  his  would  he 
sufficient,  not  only  for  pr  ?sent  use  but 
also  if  in  the  future  it  sho  lid  be  found 
necessary  to  extend  the  s  ?wrer  through 
State  Street  to  Park  Avem  e.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  while  examining  th  s  matter  also 
considered  the  feasibility  r  f  extension  of 
Liberty  Street  across  Bloo  ufield  Avenue 
on  the  same  line  as  proposed  sewer  and 
with  a  view  of  at  some  future  time  ex¬ 
tending  iu  a  direct  line  to  Hillside  Ave¬ 
nue  of  Washington  Street.  The  estimated 
cost  of  this  stfeet  to  Tony 5  Brook,  includ¬ 
ing  filling  and  grading,  m  ould  be  about 
$800,  or  about  $2,000  for  st  eet  and  sewer, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  he  Committee 
these  'improvements  wou  tl  be  wise  and 
judicious  ones  now,  whi  e  they  can  be 
secured  on  such  favorable  erms,  and  they 
are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  enhance 
the  value  of  property.  A  ml  if  both  the 
mentioned  improvement  3  are  carried 
through  together  can  be  i  ccomplished  at 
much  less  expense  than  il  done  separate¬ 
ly  and  for  less  than  th  *  figures  given 
above.  The  Committee  i  i  illustration  of 
the  advantage  of  under  aking  this  im¬ 
provement  under  the  p  ‘esent  advanta 
geous  circumstances,  qu  ted  the  recent 
opening  of  a  street  in  Cast  Orange  to 
connect  with  another  strt  et  that  cost  the 
town  $10,000,  which  three  years  ago  could 
have  l>een  accomplished  I  or  less  than  half 
that  sum.  They  were  al>  :>  of  the  opinion 
thht  the  Essex  Road  Boa  d  should  bear  a 
potion  of  the  expense,  ai  their  changing 
the  grade  of  Bloomfield  V venue  was  the 
cause  of  a  large  part  of  t  u*  difficulty. 

The  Committee  rejiorted  further  that 
they  had  examined  the  p  roperty  north  of 
Park  Avenue  and  west  Broad  Street, 
and  above  the  Montclair  Railroad  to  Pitt 
Street,  and  find  great  net  J  of  attention  to 
that  section  of  the  town.  They  had  sup 
posed  that  tbt*  relief  n«  :essary  could  be 
furnished  through  surfa  *e  drainage,  but 
to  accomplish  this  the  i  ecessary  change 
of  grade  of  streets  woul  !  make  the  cost 
about  as  great  as  an  ujn  erground  sewer, 
while  not  near  so  effectiv  .*  nor  permanent. 
The  first  proposition,  ai  id  one  that  has 
often  been  mentioned,  \  as  to  run  a  deep 
gutter  or  sewer  tliroug  i  Belleville  Ave- 
njue  and  under  the  Can  tl,  but  on  exami¬ 
nation  this  Mas  found  b  afford  relief  to 
but  such  a  small  portioi  of  the  territory 
as  to  be  entirely  imprai  ticable.  After  a 
careful  examination  of  the  ground  affect¬ 
ed  and  the  grade  of  the  streets  the  unan¬ 
imous  coticlujJon  of  th ;  Committee  was 
that  the  only  feasible  ]  lan  was  to  run  an 
underground! sewer  fro  m  Belleville  Ave 
nue,  near  Colfax's  stole,  through  Broad 
Street,  tp  the  brook  i  assing  under  tiie 
Canal  near  the  foot  of  the  Incliued 
Plane.  This  Mould  be  a  permanent  im¬ 
provement,  And  with  opening  at  the 
street  crossings  would  ffectually  drain  a 
large  territory.  The  d  stance  from  Belle¬ 
ville  Avenue  to  the  bro  >k  named  is  2,700 
feet,  and  the  fewer  coi  tplete  would  cost 
about  $8,000.  The  inc  ease  in  the  value 
.ffected  py  this  iinprove- 


“It  is  thus  seen  that  the  rate  in  Livings¬ 
ton.  East  Orange,  Caldwell.  Bloomfield 
and  Clinton  is  practically  the  same,  and 
lower  (in some  case  much  lower)  than  in 
the  other  townt^hips.  There  is  another 
fact  to  be  gathered  from  the  table,  which 
will,  we  think.  l>e  rather  startling  to 
those  people  who  are  fond  of  talking 
about  Bloomfield's  being  ‘down  in  aval- 
ley.'  The  valley  towns  are  among  'Hie 
most  favored  by  the  absence  of  death. 
East  Orange  anil  Bloomfield  occupy  the 
plain  on  the  east  of  the  trap  ridge,  and 
Caldwell  and  Livingston  the  one  on  the 
west.  Some  of  hill  towns,  on  the 
contrary,  show  high  figure*  in  the  death 
column.  There  is  no  ••harp-t  about  this 
either.  High  altitude  does  not  neces¬ 
sarily  mean  good  drainage  or  pure  air. 
The  deep  stratum  of  gravel  which  under¬ 
lies  Bloomfield,  and  its  numerous  streams, 
secure  for  it  almost  as  perfect  a  surface 
and  under-drainage  as  can  be  conceived 
of.  with  all  the  sanitary  vantage  ground 
which  these  conditions  imply.  If  the 
health  of  the  town  was  not  most  excel¬ 
lent,  it  would  he  the  fault  pf  the  people 
and  not  of  the  place.

Of  the  small  death-rate  of  Bloomfield 
since  Jan.  1,  four  have  been  between  the 
ages  of  fifty  and  sixty,  five  between  sixty 
and  seventy,  seven  between  seventy  and 
eighty,  and  five  betxveen  eighty  and 
ninety.  This  record  speak*  volumes  for 
the  lieathfulness  of  Bloomfield  as  a  place 
of  continued  residence."  1 
The  foregoing  article  appeared  in  The 
Citizen  of  Dec.  29th,  and  is  republished 
by  request.  Since  its  publication  the  re¬ 
cord  of  the  IT.  S.  census  of  1880,  now 
on  file  at  the  County  Clerk’s  office  have 
been  examined,  and  of  the  population  of 
5,748  reported  at  that  time,  793  persons 
were  50  years  of  age  and  upward,  of  that 
number  130  were  aged  70  and  upward  ;  26 
of  that  number  were  80  and  upward,  and 
yet  again  of  that  number  2  were  over 
90.  Again  it  can  he  said  to  speak 
volumes  for  Bloomfield's  healthfulness.
